When  we  and  fed  at  the  Cat  Co.  at  Bawls  and  Tyler  in  Oak  Cliff,  we  were  advised 
thst  Mr.  Scoggins  was  on  duiyi  that  at  that  tine  he  was  at  the  Adolphus  Hotel. 

Since  wo  war®  going  to  bring  Mr.  Scoggins  to  city  hall,  ho  wa3  advised  by  radio 
to  noot  us  at  610  S.  Akard,  the  mair.  office  of  the  Cat  Co.  We  picked  Mr.  Soogglne 
up  at  610  S.  Akard  and  brought  him  to  city  hall.  We  arrived  at  oity  hall  at 
approximately  1:30  pm.  X took  at  affidavit  from  Mr.  -ooggin e in  which  he  stated 
that  he  sew  Officer  Tlnpit  stop  on  Tenth  Street  at  Petton  In  Oak  Cliff j that  a man 
was  walking  down  the  sidewalk  at  this  location.  Officer  Tippit  stopped  his 
souad  car  even  with  the  man  and  got  out  of  the  ear.  Ac  Officer  Tippit  started 
around  In  front  of  the  squad  ear  the  man  pulled  a pistol  and  shot  Officer  Tlpolt 
three  or  feor  times.  Mr.  Scoggins  further  stated  In  his  affidavit  that  be 
notified  the  flab  Co.  by  radio  to  send  an  ambulance. 

This  is  the  extent  of  my  investigation  In  the  Tippit  murder.
